The subject matter of claim 1-4 does not appear to be novel with respect 
to Dl. And the subject matter of claim 1-4 does not appear to involve an 
inventive step in view of Dl. 

Dl discloses means for sending a message indicating incapableness of 
communication as an SIP message (S13) , means for sending a notification of 
resuming-to-receive reguest message for requesting notification of 
resuming to receive as an SIP message (S19) , means for sending a message 
notifying resuming to receive as an SIP message (S21) , and means for 
performing transmission and reception of communication data in response 
to sending and receiving of the message notifying resuming to receive (S27 ) . 
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
